Industrial Output in September Quarter (Page 721) 


Industrial production in the United Kingdom in 
the third quarter of 1936, while 1-0 per cent. less 
than in the previous quarter, was 99 per cent. 
ereater than in the third quarter of 1935, the index 
numbers for the three periods being 121°7, 122°9 and 
110°7 respectively. Production in the building 
materials and building group constituted a record, 
as did the factory output of food, drink and tobacco. 
Each of the group indices showed an improvement 
compared with the third quarter of 1935, the chief 
increases being for iron and steel and for engineering 
and shipbuilding. 


Our Oversea Trade in October (Page 722) 


Imports were of higher value than in any month 
since November, 1931, and exports than in any 
month since November, 1930. As compared with 
October of last year imports showed a rise of 10 per 
cent. About half the increase was in raw materials, 
which rose in value by 19 per cent., while imports 
of food, drink and tobacco increased by 4 per cent. 
and those of manufactured articles by 13 per cent. 
Exports of United Kingdom goods were 5 per cent. 
above those of a year earlier, shipments of manufac- 
tures rising to that extent and those of food, drink 
and tobacco by 6 per cent. 


Distribution of Our Oversea Trade (Page 728) 


In the first nine months of 1986 imports into the 
United Kingdom from British countries amounted 
in value to 39°71 per cent. of the value of imports 
from all sources, as compared with 38°36 per cent. 
in the corresponding period of last year and 30°66 
per cent. in the first nine months of 1924. Exports 
of British produce to British countries accounted for 
49°11 per cent. of the value of exports to all destina- 
tions, a larger proportion than that recorded for any 
period for which comparable particulars are available 
and comparing with 47-40 and 41:40 per cent. re- 
spectively in the two earlier periods. Re-exports of 
imported merchandise to British countries equalled 
17-19 per cent. of the total value of such shipments 
and compared with 19°67 per cent. and 18°84 per 
cent. respectively. 


British Postal Traffic (Page 730) 

Average daily receipts in October, 1936, were 5-2 
per cent. larger than in October, 1935, thus main- 
taining the remarkably steady advance shown in 
recent months, 


Import Duty on Coronation Emblems (Page 731) 


A total duty of 100 per cent. ad valorem is to be 
imposed on Coronation souvenirs and Empire flags 
imported from foreign countries during the period 
December 15, 1936, to July 31, 1937. 


Anglo-Italian Trade and Payments (Page 732) 


Memoranda have been prepared by the Anglo- 
Italian Clearing Office for the guidance of traders 
on the subject of payments for United Kingdom 
goods imported into Italy and for Italian goods 
imported into the United Kingdom.

British Iron and Steel Production (Page 733) 


Pig iron output last month totalled 670,300 tons 
as compared with 544,300 tons in October, 1935. 
Crude steel production established a new high record 
at 1,060,500 tons; a year earlier the total was

Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the third quarter of 1936, as estimated from the particulars 
funished from various sources to the Board of Trade, was 1-0 per cent. less than in the second quarter of 1936, 
but 9°9 per cent. greater than in the third quarter of 1935, the index numbers for the three periods (based on the 
quarterly average 1930=100) being 121°7, 122-9 and 110°7, respectively.

The expansion in industrial production, which 
mounted to about 9 and 10 per cent., respectively, 
n the first and second quarters of this year, as com- 
pared with the corresponding quarters of 1935, con- 
tinued at the same rate in the third quarter. While 
there is normally an appreciable reduction in activity 
nthe third quarter, production in the manufacturing 
ndustries last quarter was nearly equal to that of the 
weond quarter, while the output of coal was rather 
geater. Production in the building materials and 
wuilding group constituted a record, as did the factory 
production of food, drink and tobacco. 


Each of the group indices showed an improvement 
wmpared with the third quarter of 1935, The principal . 
itreases were for iron and steel (20 per cent.) and for 
agineering and shipbuilding (16 per cent.), the latter 
itrease being mainly due to the improvement in ship- 
wilding and greater activity in electrical engineering. 
{ll the industries covered by the textiles group, except 
hte, contributed to the increase of 8 per cent. Other 
itereases were for building materials and building (7 
kt cent.), non-ferrous metals (6} per cent.), leather 
ud boots and shoes (6 per cent.), food, drink and 
bacco (54 per cent.), and chemicals, oils, etc., (3 per 
‘nt.). The output of coal increased by nearly 4 per 
tent. 


Of the miscellaneous industries not specified in 
te groups, there was a small decrease in the output 
pianos last quarter compared with a year earlier, 
ind smaller quantities of rubber were taken by the 
wing industries.

placement of the provisional figures for the - past 
quarters, when definitive data become available, may 


alter the index numbers for certain groups, and any 


revisions that may be necessary will be made when the 
figures for the December quarter of the present year 
are published. The net result of revisions in the 
figures for the June quarter has been to lower the 
general index for that quarter by 0°6 per cent. 

The method of calculation of the revised index and 
the scope of the figures were fully explained in the 
** B.T.J.”’ of March 28, 1935 (pages 515-517). The 
sections of industry which are covered by the informa- 
tion at present received represent over 70 per cent. of 
the total manufacturing and mining activity of the 
United Kingdom, and, apart from building, about 90 
per cent, of the total activity of the groups of industry 
for which indices have been calculated. For building, 
the proportion is about 30 per cent. Of the branches 
of trade not covered by the data summarised in the 
table, the most important are the clothing trades (other 
than boots and shoes) and public utility services (other 
than gas and electricity),

Trade in October showed the usual seasonal expan- 
sion compared with September, while there was also 
an appreciable increase compared with October of last 
year; imports were higher than in any month since 
November, 1931, and exports than in any month since 
November, 1930. 


Imports last month were valued at £80°5 million, 
which was £8°6 million more than in September and 
£7-1 million (10 per cent.) more than in October, 1935; 
about half the latter increase (£3-5 million) was in 
respect of raw materials, which rose in value by 19 per 





cent. Imports of food, drink and tobacco increased by 
£1-4 million (34 per cent.) and of manufactured articles 
by £22 million (18 per cent.). The proportionate mse 
for food, drink and tobacco and for manufactu 
articles was lower than in earlier months of the year, 
but for raw materials it was slightly higher. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods in October were 
valued at £41°8 million, or £48 million (13 per cent:) 
more than in September and £1-9 million (5 per cent.) 
higher than in October, 1985. Compared with a yeat 
earlier, there was a small increase for raw materials 
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(£85,000), but exports of manufactured goods rose 
by £1,532,000 (5 per cent.) and of food, drink and 
tobacco by £206,000 (6 per cent.). 


The value of exports of imported merchandise during 
Qctober, £4,470,000, although £615,000 more than in 
September, was rather less than in October last year, 
the decline being £262,000 (53 per cent.). The value 
of goods transhipped under bond, which is not included 
in the recorded value of imports and re-exports, 
ymounted last month to £2,736,000, which was rather 
ss than in September, but £235,000 more than in 
Qctober, 1935. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
jst month amounted to £343 million, as compared 
vith £31-1 million in September and £28°8 million in 
(ctober last year; for the first ten months of the year 
the excess of imports amounted to £276°4 million, 
wmpared with £215°5 million in the corresponding 
period a year ago. 


Imports of bullion and specie last month (£20°5 
nillion) were, for the first time since last November, 
aceeded by exports (£21:1 million); in September 
there was an excess of imports of over £29 million. 
For the first ten months of this year imports amounted 
to £2645 million, an increase over a year ago of £19°3 
nillion, while exports only amounted to £74°3 million, 
wmpared with £188°8 million last year; there is thus 
0 far this year an excess of imports amounting to 
£190 million, compared with less than £57 million a 
year ago. 


The information available from the Accounts 
rlating to Trade and Navigation enables the approxi- 
mate value in each month of our aggregate trade with 
British countries and with foreign countries to be 
weertained.

a year ago, but supplies from the Soviet Union fell 
from 1°8 million cwts. to nil. Maize continued to be 
imported in appreciably larger quantities than in 1935, 
78 million ewts. being received in October, an increase 
of 24 per cent.; of this total 7:5 million cwts. came 
from the Argentine. In the case of wheat meal and 
flour, there was a reduction in imports from 811,000 
cewts. in October, 1935, to 552,000 cwts. last month, 
supplies from all the principal sources, except the 
Argentine, showing a decline. Although there was thus 
a reduction in aggregate imports of grain and flour— 
21:2 million cwts. last month as against 21°9 million 
ewts. a year ago—the value of the imports, as men- 
tioned above, increased by 20 per cent. The average 
values per cwt. of the wheat and wheat meal and flour 
imported during October—8s. 44d. and 9s. 10d., 
respectively—were the highest recorded in any month 
since 1930, while for barley, oats and maize the 
average values were the highest since the beginning of 
1935. 


Aggregate imports of meat during October (24 
million ewts.) were 16 per cent. greater than a year 
ago. The quantity of beef imported increased by 28 per 
cent. to 1:2 million ewts., owing to larger consignments 
from the Argentine and Australia; increased supplies 
of lamb from New Zealand accounted for a rise of 
23 per cent. in the total of mutton and lamb imported 
(410,000 ewts.). For bacon an increase from 519,000 
ewts. to 539,000 cwts. was recorded; imports from 
Denmark declined by 48,000 cwts., but there was an 
increase in the imports from each of the other principal 
countries of supply. Average values of the beef and 
mutton and lamb imported during October were some- 
what higher than in the previous month, but bacon 
showed a small decline from the high average values 
recorded in August and September; only in respect of 
beef was the average value in October lower than a 


‘year ago. 


As compared with October, 1935, imports of butter 
last month showed an appreciable increase, and there 
was a similar increase in respect of eggs, but the 
quantity of cheese imported was smaller than a year 
ago. The average value of the butter imported fell to 
£4 9s. 1d. per cwt. in October, as compared with 
£4 16s. 4d. in September and £5 7s. 2d. a year ago; 
for cheese, also, the average value was lower than in 
September, though considerably higher than a year 
ago, while there was the usual seasonal increase in 
respect of eggs, the average value of which was the 
same as a year ago. 


A decline of £230,000 (6 per cent.) in the value of 
fresh fruit and vegetables imported in October, as 
compared with a year ago, was mainly due to smaller 
imports of apples from Canada and the United States 
and of grapes from Spain. Bananas and oranges were 
imported in larger quantities than a year ago, while in 
the case of onions, tomatoes and lemons, etc., a decline 
in quantity was accompanied by an increase in the 
value of the imports. 


Smaller consignments of tea from each of the prin- 
cipal sources of supply, except China, resulted in 
aggregate imports showing a decline of 5:3 million lbs. 
(9 per cent.) as compared with a year ago; the average 
value of the imports was lower than in September or 
in October, 1935, and the total value of the tea im- 
ported was £607,000 less than a year ago. Unrefined 
sugar was imported in larger quantities than in 
October, 1985—4'8 million ewts., as against 3-9 million 
ewts.—the increased supplies coming mainly from 
Cuba; there was a sharp seasonal rise in the average 
value of the imports to 6s. 6d. per ewt., but this was 
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83d. per cwt. less than a year ago. Imports of un- 
manufactured tobacco amounted to 50:1 million ibs., 
or 44 per cent. more than a year ago, larger supplies 
being received from British countries and from the 
United States; the average value of the imports re- 
mained at 1s. 3d. per lb., or 1d. per lb. more than in 
October, 1935. 


Raw Materials.—The value of raw materials im- 
ported last month was £21,500,000, which was 
£1,947,000 more than in September and £3,458,000 
(19 per cent.) more than in October, 1935. The 
increase in comparison with October, 1935, was 
common to all the groups except two—non-ferrous 
ores and scrap, and raw rubber—the largest increases 
being recorded for wood and timber (£1,145,000), wool 
(£715,000), cotton (£519,000), textile materials other 
than cotton, wool and silk (£472,000) and undressed 
hides and skins (£409,000). 


The following table gives comparative figures of the 
imports of some leading raw and semi-manufactured 
materials during October, compared with earlier 
periods. In the case of the commodities retained 
imports of which differ widely from total imports, 
figures for retained imports are given in the table. 
Imports of cotton and wool are included in the section 
dealing with textiles.

Manufactured Articles.—The value of imports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
£19,763,000, which was £630,000 more than in 
September and £2,240,000 (18 per cent.) more than in 
October last year. Nearly half the increase compared 
with a year ago was recorded for the manufactured 
oils group, which includes refined petroleum 
(£1,044,000); there were also considerable increases 
for machinery (£379,000), miscellaneous articles 
(£188,000), leather and manufactures (£139,000), non- 
ferrous metals (£111,000) and manufactures of textile 
materials other than cotton, wool or silk (£105,000). 
Declines were recorded for five of the twenty groups in 
this class; these were all below £35,000 except that 
for chemicals, drugs, ete. (£126,000). 
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EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month were valued at £3,619,000, 
being £659,000 more than in September and £206,000 
(6 per cent.) more than in October last year. More 
than half the increase compared with the previoug 
month was in respect of beverages and cocoa prepara. 
tions (£387,000), while smaller increases were recorded 
for all the other important groups in this class. Com. 
pared with October, 1935, also, the beverages grou 
showed by far the largest increase (£347,000), while 
there was a substantial decrease in respect of ‘‘ other 
food ’’ (£213,000), exports of refined sugar declining 
by £73,000, refined vegetable oils by £63,000 and 
salted and cured herrings by £42,000. 


Raw Materials.—The value of raw materials 
exported last month, £4,766,000, was £501,000 more 
than in September and £84,000 (2 per cent.) greater 
than in October last year. Compared with the pre. 
vious month, the principal increases were for raw wool, 
etc. (£212,000), coal (£163,000) and the miscellaneous 
group (£117,000). Comparing exports last month with 
those a year ago, the largest increases were recorded 
for raw wool, etc. (£95,000), coal (£32,000) and un- 
dressed hides and skins (£30,000), while for the un- 
manufactured oils group a decline of £94,000 was 
recorded. 


Coal.—For the second month in succession, after 
declines in each month since last November, there 
was an increase in the value of the coal exported, as 
compared with the corresponding month of the previous 
year. This was, however, due to a rise in average values 
from 16s. 8d. to 17s. 2d. (about the same as Sep- 
tember), the quantity exported, 3,226,000 tons, being 
59,000 tons (2 per cent.) less than in October, 1935. 
There was a seasonal increase of 196,000 tons com- 
pared with September, the principal increases being in 
exports to Denmark (66,000 tons), the Irish Free State 
(42,000 tons), the Netherlands (33,000 tons), Germany 
(32,000 tons) and Sweden (81,000 tons), while no 
decline exceeded 30,000 tons. 


Comparing exports last month with those a year 
earlier, the most substantial difference was the absence 
of exports to Italy, which in October, 1935, amounted 
to 105,000 tons, a figure itself much below the normal. 
There were also considerable declines in exports to 
Spain (80,000 tons), Canada (60,000 tons) and Egypt 
(65,000 tons), the last being accounted for by the 
exceptionally high exports recorded for October last 
year. These declines were largely offset, however, by 
appreciable increases in exports to Sweden (86,000 
tons), Germany (64,000 tons), Finland (42,000 tons), 
Denmark (42,000 tons) and Norway (32,000 tons). 


The quantity of coal shipped during October as 
bunkers for vessels engaged in the foreign trade and 
for fishing vessels was 1,015,000 tons, which was 
15,000 tons less than in September and 52,000 tons 
less than in October last year. On the other hand, the 
quantity of fuel oil so shipped last month was 33°7 
million gallons, compared with 23°6 million gallons in 
September and 29°4 million gallons in October, 1935. 


Manufactured Articles—The value of exports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
£32,157,000, which was (seasonally) £3,337,000 more 
than in September and £1,532,000 (5 per cent.) more 
than in October, 1985. The inerease compared with 
the previous month applied to nearly all the groups 
in this class, being largest in respect of vehicles, 
cotton yarns and manufactures, the miscellaneous 
group, machinery and iron and steel. Compared wi 
a year ago increases were recorded for twelve of the 
twenty groups, the largest being for the vehicles group 
(£906,000), cotton yarns and manufactures (£453,000), 
the miscellaneous group (£243,000) and textile manu 
factures other than cotton, wool or silk (£226,000). 
For three of these groups details are given in latet 
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sections of this article; for the miscellaneous group, 
the principal increases were in respect of pictures, 
prints, etc. (£108,000) and dressed furs (£82,000), 
both of which have contributed largely to the increase 
of £1,693,000 recorded for the miscellaneous group in 
the first ten months of the year. .Substantial declines 
were shown last month for chemicals, drugs, ete. 
(£160,000), and non-ferrous metals (£148,000); the 
latter decline was due largely to a falling-off in exports 
(notably of tin) to the United States.

British exports of machinery during October were

® machinery accounted for 2,100 tons, continuing 
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the decline recorded monthly since March, 1935, and 
boiler and boiler-house plant for 1,200 tons; the largest 
increase was for cranes, hoists, etc. (900 tons). 


The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month (868) was 286 more than in October last year, 
imports from the United States showing a substantial 
increase. 


The number of new private cars exported last month 
(4,826) was about the same as a year ago, but exports 
to some of the principal markets showed appreciable 
changes. Exports to the Irish Free State increased by 
653, to unspecified foreign countries by 305 and to 
unspecified British countries by 128, whereas exports 
to British India declined by 539, to Spain by 306, and 
to Ceylon by 94. The number of new commercial 
vehicles exported increased by 106, largely to foreign 
countries, and there was also an increase in exports 
of second-hand vehicles—private and commercial 
together—from 947 to 1,121, while exports of chassis, 
both commercial and other, continued to expand. The 
number of both motor and pedal cycles exported last 
month was considerably higher than in October, 1935. 
Exports of locomotives remained very small and were 
only about a third of the tonnage in October last year. 
The value of exports of aircraft last month {£425,000) 
was nearly double that a year ago, while for new ships 
and boats there was an increase of £589,000.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (139'1 
million lbs.) were seasonally higher than during Sep- 
tember and 7:1 million lbs. more than in October, 
1935; for the first ten months they amounted to 1,170 
million lbs., being 344 million lbs. (42 per cent.) more 
than a year earlier and the highest recorded for this 
period of the year since 1927. According to figures 
published by the Liverpool Cotton Association, 
deliveries of raw cotton to mill during October 
amounted to 1244 million lbs., or 56 million 
Ibs. more than a year ago; the deliveries 
during the first ten months of the year (1,184 
million lbs.) were the highest recorded since 1929, 
when they were 1,228 million lbs. The average value

per |b., compared with 6:8d. per lb. in September and 
64d. per lb a year ago, and was, with the exception 
of the figure for August (7:ld. per lb.), the highest 
recorded since February, 1935. 


Exports of cotton yarns (13-0 million lbs.) were 1:2 
nillion lbs. more than in September and slightly 
geater than in October, 1935. The quantity of cotton 
piece-goods exported last month (177°9 million square 
yards) was 16°8 million square yards more than a year 
ago and was the highest recorded since March, 1935. 
Hach class of piece-goods showed a_ substantial 
increase compared with a year earlier. The aggregate 
quantity exported to British and French West Africa 
ontinued to show an increase compared with a year 
go; for British West Africa the increase was 11-9 
million square yards (69 per cent.) and for French 
West and Equatorial Africa 4:1 million square yards 
(262 per cent.). There were also appreciable increases 
inexports to New Zealand, Canada, Malaya and Aus- 
tralia among British markets and to Colombia, 
Germany, Egypt, the Dutch East Indies and Denmark 
among foreign countries, but exports to British India 
ad the Argentine continued to show considerable 
declines. Exports of piece-goods to British West 
Africa last month (29:1 million square yards) closely 
= those to British India (31-5 million square 
yards). 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
month (34-8 million lbs.) were substantially greater 
than during September and 72 per cent. more than a 
year ago; for the first ten months of the year the 
increase was 6 per cent. The average value of the 
imports last month was 11°9d. per lb., compared with 
4d per lb. in September and 10-8d. per lb. in 
October, 1935. Exports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
last month reached the record total (8°6 million lbs.) 
attained in October and November, 1935; for the first 
ten months of the year there was a decline of 21 
nillion lbs. (82 per cent.) in aggregate exports com- 
pared with a year ago, due mainly to smaller ship- 
ments to Germany. 


Exports of wool tops during October (46 million 
lbs.) did not show the normal seasonal increase, being 
the same as in September; the total was 1:3 million 
lbs. (22 per cent.) less than the very high figure 
recorded for October, 1935. Exports of woollen and 
worsted yarns last month (4°4 million lbs.), while 
asonally higher than in September, were some- 
what less than a year ago, due to the continued 
kecline in shipments of worsted yarns to Germany, 
which has resulted in a decrease of 5 per cent. in the 
ggregate exports during the first ten months of this 
year compared with last. Exports of woollen and 
Worsted tissues in October (9:2 million square yards) 
vere slightly less than a year ago. The decline was 
mainly in worsted tissues, the principal markets 
fected being the Argentine and Canada; there was, 
however, a marked increase in shipments to Japan. 
4s regards woollen tissues, there was a considerable 
lecline in exports to the Union of South Africa, but 
this was largely offset by appreciable increases in ship- 
nents to Denmark and the United States. 

Exports of linen piece-goods last month (7:1 million 
uare yards) were 1:4 million square yards (25 per 
went.) greater than in October, 1935, this increase being 
listributed among all the leading markets except 
Australia; the greatest increase was in shipments to 
the United States, the principal market. Exports of 
wtificial silk piece-goods (7:2 million square yards) 
¥ere 1:9 million square yards (36 per cent.) more than 
‘year earlier, the increase being almost entirely in 
*xports to British countries and mainly affecting piece- 
goods wholly of artificial silk. For the first ten months 
ofthe year there was an increase of 18:4 million square 
yards (32 per cent.), of which piece-goods wholly of 
wtificial silk accounted for 83 million square yards 
(7 per cent.) and mixed artificial silk goods for 5-1 
nillion square yards (17 per cent.).

Exports or IMporTED MERCHANDISE

_ were £615,000 higher than in September, but £262,000 


(6 per cent.) less than in October last year. The in- 
crease in comparison with the previous month, almost 
entirely in respect of raw materials, was seasonal. 
Re-exports of food, drink and tobacco (£1,094,000) 
were £22,000 more than a year ago, increases of 
£47,000 for dairy produce and £42,000 for fresh fruit 
and vegetables being largely offset by smaller declines 
for most of the other groups. Raw materials re- 
exported last month, valued at £2,286,000, were 
£194,000 less than a year ago; there were declines for 
wool (£113,000) and for oil seeds, nuts, ete. (£108,000), 
while the only appreciable increase was for undressed 
hides and skins (£73,000). Manufactured articles re- 
exported were valued at £1,079,000, or £91,000 less 
than a year earlier. The principal changes were a 
decline of £172,000 for non-ferrous metals, mainly in 
re-exports to the Soviet Union, and an increase of 
£43,000 for woollen and worsted yarns and manu- 
factures. 
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DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
FIRST NINE MONTHS OF 1936 


The October issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom ’”’ con- 
tains tables showing the value of our external trade 
with individual countries during the first nine months 
of 1936, which enable the customary quarterly survey 
to be made of the geographical distribution of the 
trade between the United Kingdom and other 
countries. 

In considering the changes in percentage distribution 
shown below, it must be remembered that these details 
are based on the aggregate value of trade as actually 
recorded during the several periods under review, and 
do not take any account either of changes in these 
aggregate values or of variations in volume of trade 
consequent upon alterations in price level. 


Thus, total imports in the first nine months 
increased in value by nearly 13 per cent. compared 
with a year earlier, but when the effect of price 
changes is eliminated, the increase in volume was 
8 per cent., average values in the aggregate. having 
risen by some 5 per cent. For United Kingdom 
exports there was a rise in declared value of about 
3 per cent., representing an increase in volume of a 
little over 1 per cent., average values having risen in 
about the same proportion. For re-exports, although 
there was an increase in recorded value of 12 per cent., 
this was almost entirely due to changes in average 
values, the increase in volume being under 2 per cent. 
In making comparisons with 1924, the effect of price 
changes is more considerable, there having been a very 
substantial decline in prices between that year and 
1936. It must, however, be emphasised that these 
changes in price level relate to imports and exports, 
respectively, as a whole, and not to trade with indivi- 
dual countries or groups of countries, in respect of 
which the price variation is, of course, dependent on 
the make-up of the trade actually carried on. 

It should also be noted that in the published returns 
the particulars in respect of Turkey are now shown as 
one total, whereas in 1924 separate figures were shown 
for European and Asiatic Turkey. For purposes of 
comparability the particulars for both portions of 
Turkey have for 1924 been aggregated and the totals 
included with Europe in the Continental distribution.

The proportion of our imports consigned from British 
countries during the first nine months of the year con- 
tinued to show the steady rise which has been noted 
in recent years. Compared with a year ago, a larger 
proportion was received from the Dominions as a 
whole, owing to a substantial increase in respect of 
Canada; each of the other Dominions except New 
Zealand showed a slight decrease. The proportion 
received from India was also greater than in the first 
nine months of last year, but the share of the Colonial 














Empire suffered a reduction, largely on account of g 
substantial decline in imports of rubber from British 
Malaya. All parts of the Empire except the Irish 
Free State and British Malaya supplied a larger pro- 
portion of our imports than in the corresponding 
period of 1924, the increases in the case of Canada 
and Australia being particularly important. 


During the first nine months of 1936 British coun. 
tries took almost exactly one-half of the exports of 
United Kingdom produce and manufactures, a larger 
proportion than that recorded for any period for which 
comparable particulars are available. The share taken 
by India showed a decline as compared with a year 
earlier, but increases were recorded for each of the 
Dominions, notably the Union of South Africa, which 
has now become the largest market for British exports; 
apart from an increase in the proportion going to 
British West Africa and a reduction for Hong Kong, 
relatively small changes took place in respect of the 
various parts of the Colonial Empire. Compared with 
the first nine months of 1924, there was a substantial 
increase in the share of our exports taken by British 
countries. The proportion consigned to South Africa 
more than doubled, and the improvement was shared 
by nearly every part of the Empire; the only excep- 
tions were India—a very substantial decline—the 
Trish Free State, Australia and Hong Kong. 


The re-export trade consists largely of a redistribu- 
tion of Empire produce to foreign countries, and the 
proportion taken by British countries, always rela- 
tively small, was appreciably less during the last nine 
months than in the corresponding period of either 1935 
or 1924. The share of the Irish Free State, the prin- 
cipal British market for re-exports, declined as com- 
pared with each of the earlier periods.

Imports.—Compared with the corresponding period 
of last year, North and Central America and Africa 
were the only geographical areas to increase their share 
of our import trade. The appreciable increase 1 
respect of the former was mainly due to Canada’s 
larger share, which has already been mentioned, while 
in the latter case the increase was confined to the 
British parts of the continent. The reductions 
recorded for the other geographical areas shown i 
the table were largely the result of important declines 
in respect of a few individual countries—in Europe, 
the countries concerned were Italy, the Soviet Union 
and Denmark; in Asia, British Malaya and the Dutch 
East Indies, and in South America the Argentine 
Republic; no increases of corresponding importancé 
were recorded for any individual foreign country. 


Compared with the first nine months of 1924, the 
most striking change was the increase shown in the pro 
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tion of our imports derived from Oceania, etc.— 
principally from Australia and New Zealand. Asia 
was the only other continent to show an increase, 
Japan being the country principally concerned. In 
the case of North and Central America, the very sub- 
stantial decline in the proportion of our imports 
soming from the United States more than offset the 
important increases in respect of Canada and the Dutch 
West Indies. Of the European countries included in 
the table, all those in the west showed decreases and 
jl] those in the east increases. The principal decreases 
were shown by France, the Irish Free State and Italy, 
and the largest increases by Germany and Finland.

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Exports of United Kingdom Goods.—The con- 
tinental distribution of our domestic exports during 
the first nine months of 1936 differed markedly from 
that during the corresponding period of 1935. The 
almost complete absence of exports to Italy, and sub- 
stantial decreases in respect of Portugal, Spain and 
Germany, resulted in an appreciable reduction in the 
proportion consigned to Europe. The share taken by 
Asia showed a smaller, but significant, decline, the 
reduction in respect of India being the main feature. 
The United States and the British countries concerned 
were chiefly responsible for the increases shown by 
the other continents, the increase in respect of South 
America being relatively slight.

As compared with the corresponding period of 1924, 
the main changes were a large increase in the share of 
our domestic exports going to Africa—due to the 
British countries—and an even larger fall in the share 
taken by Asia, attributable principally to India, Japan 
and China. For Europe there was a small decrease, 
though Poland and all the northern countries took 
larger shares than in the earlier period. 


Re-exports.—Compared with a year ago, the dis- 
tribution of re-exports to the various continents 
underwent relatively little change, but marked varia- 
tions occurred in respect of individual countries. The 
proportion consigned to the Soviet Union increased 
from 10-04 to 17-24 per cent., and there were impor- 
tant decreases in respect of Italy, Germany and 
Belgium. The only other countries besides the 
Soviet Union to show significant increases were the 
United States and France. Compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1924, the most notable continental 
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changes were the reduction in the proportion of re. 
exports going to Oceania, etc.—Australia being mainly 
responsible—and the increase in respect of Europe, 
The Soviet Union is now our principal market for re. 
exports, the share taken by that country in the present 
year being over three times as great as in the earlier 
period, while there was a substantial reduction in 
respect of Germany, previously our leading re-export 
market.

F TRAMP SHIPPING SUBSIDY 


ADJUSTMENT OF AMOUNTS PAYABLE TO 
SHIPOWNERS 


With reference to the arrangements by which the 
amount of subsidy payable to shipowners trading more 
than a certain percentage of eligible tonnage is subject 
to adjustment, the Tramp Shipping Subsidy Com- 


mittee have now recommended, and the Board of 


Trade have agreed, that in determining the final pay- 
ments to be made in respect of the year 1936, the 
amount of tonnage laid up during the twelve months 
ending December 31, 1936, will be taken into account, 


and the amount of the payments will be adjusted so 


that no shipowner will receive more in respect of the 
year than he would have received had only 90 per cent. 
of his eligible tonnage been trading. 


In order to enable these adjustments to be made 
information will be required as to the extent to which 





eligible ships have been laid up during the year, and 
other particulars. A circular stating the information 
required will be issued by the Tramp Shipping Subsidy 
Committee to the shipowners concerned in due course.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
CORONATION SOUVENIRS AND FLAGS 


The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 30) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 
1936, No. 1199), and the Silk Duties (No. 2) Order, 
1936 (S.R. & O., 1936, No. 1198), providing for a 
temporary total duty of 100 per cent. ad valorem 
during the period December 15, 1936, to July 31, 1987, 
on the following goods :— 

1. Articles of all kinds suitable for use for or in con- 
nection with the celebration or commemoration of the 
Coronation of His Majesty or as souvenirs thereof, 
being articles which consist of, or bear, a representation 
of His Majesty, any member of the Royal Family, the 
Royal cypher, the Royal arms, any Royal emblem, 
escutcheon, badge, crest, armorial bearings or insignia, 
any article or building associated with the Coronation, 
or a flag of any country in the British Empire, or which 
consist of or bear any other mark or device which 
renders them suitable for use as aforesaid. 

2. Flags of any country in the British Empire and 
flags resembling any such flag. 


The Committee in their Report say that their 
enquiries do not show that any considerable impor- 
tation of Coronation souvenirs has yet developed. 
There appears to be a general recognition of the special 
propriety of the use of the products of British industry 
iid a general disposition on the part of traders to 
order such goods. Fears have been expressed, how- 
ever, of an influx of foreign goods at low prices, and 
were this to occur after full provision has been made 
ior the supply of British goods it might cause serious 
8s and disorganisation of trade. The recommenda- 
ion is made, therefore, to guard against this 
Possibility. 

_The temporary increase in duty will extend to any 
lewellery or imitation jewellery, silk and artificial silk 
goods, powder bowls or boxes, wrought enamelled 
hollow-ware (e.g. enamelled mugs) and toys falling 
Within the general descriptions given above, notwith- 
standing that maximum rates of import duty on these 
lasses of goods are fixed by the Trade Agreements 
with France and Germany. The French and German 
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Governments have been consulted by His Majesty’s 
Government and, having regard to the exceptional 
circumstances of the case, they have agreed to waive 
their rights under the Trade Agreements, provided 
that arrangements are made for a suitable interval to 
elapse between the date of the Order and the date on 
which it comes into operation. His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have accordingly decided that the temporary 
duties shall take effect on December 15 instead of on 
December 1, as recommended by the Committee.

ARTIFICIAL SILK YARN AND STRAW 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Silk 
Duties (No. 1) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 1936, No. 1197), 
providing for the exemption from the Excise duty of 
certain artificial silk yarn with ruptured filaments, flat 
strip artificial silk straw exceeding 3 in. in width, and 
tubular artificial silk straw in pieces not exceeding 
10 in. in length. The Order also provides for conse- 
quential modifications of the existing drawbacks, and 
will take effect from December 1, 1986. 


In their report the Committee explain that on their 
recommendation the Excise duties hitherto chargeable 
on staple fibre and other artificial silk waste and on 
yarn produced by spinning from such material were 
removed as from September 10, 1935. The ‘‘ yarn with 
ruptured filaments,’’ which is now being made from 
cellulose acetate, is closely akin in physical structure 
to yarn made from staple fibre, which for technical 
reasons is limited to viscose material, and has the 
same appearance and general properties from the point 
of view of the user as yarn of the latter type. 

The flat straw which is relieved of the Excise duty 
is of a type used for wrapping purposes, and the 
tubular straw is used for drinking straws.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN OCTOBER 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 
670,300 tons of pig iron were produced in October, as com- 
pared with 650,800 tons in September, 544,300 tons in 
October, 1935, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 
1913. ‘The figure for last month is the highest recorded 
since October, 1929. 


The October output included 155,000 tons of hematite, 
376,800 tons of basic, 113,200 tons of foundry and 10,300 
tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of October numbered 113, four 
having been blown in during the month, and two put out 
of operation. 


The October production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 1,060,500 tons, compared with 1,027,000 tons 
in September, 907,300 tons in October, 1935, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 1913. The output in October, 
1936, is the highest monthly production on record.

BRITISH RAILWAY TRAFFICS, JULY— 
AUGUST 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of July and for 
the four weeks ended August 8, 1936, published by the 
Minister of Transport, show that the total number of 
Passenger journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken 
m all standard gauge railways in Great Britain in the 
month of July, 1936, was 117,818,759, an increase compared 
with July, 1935, of 1 844,800, or 1:6 per cent. The journeys 
taken by passengers at reduced fares decreased by 15,588 
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and those at standard or ordinary fares increased by 
1,860,388. The receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed an increase of £664,221, or 10-1 per 
cent., due in part to the incidence of August Bank Holiday, 
which was earlier in 1936 than in 1935. 


If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show a decrease in 
journeys of 442,711, or 0-5 per cent., and an incrase in 
receipts of £635,342, or 10-3 per cent. For all companies the 
receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcel post) were £652,183 more than in July, 
1935. In the four weeks ended August 8, 1936, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 524,827 compared with the 
four weeks ended August 10, 1935. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended August 8, 1936, was 
18,965,947, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1935 of 1,209,292 tons, or 6-8 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £6,293,284, an increase 
of £526,652, or 9-1 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 438,858 more than in the corresponding period of 1935, 
an increase of 4:7 per cent. The average train load increased 
from 1163 to 1213 tons, and the net ton miles per engine hour 
from 440 to 4533.

Madras, November 7.—There has been very heavy rain 
in Carnatic. The condition of crops is fair, except in 
Kistna and Guntur, owing to a cyclone. 


Bihar, November 9.—Light rain has fallen. Standing 
crops are in good condition and sugar cane and aghani 
paddy are doing well. The harvesting of winter paddy and 
rabi sowing is going on. 

Central Provinces, November 7.—The sky has been clear 
with only occasional clouds, The condition of khariff crops is 
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good. The harvesting of rice and khariff continues and 
rabi sowing is being completed. 

Punjab, November 9.—The weather has been dry except 
for light showers in Shahpur and Rawalpindi. The condi- 
tion of crops is average to good on irrigated areas and 
under average to averagé on unirrigated areas. 

Orissa, November 2.—Rainfall has been general, being 
heavy in Puri, Laghu and Saradh. Paddy is ripening in 
Cuttack, Puri, Guru and Saradh, paddy being in ear and 
flower. The harvesting of groundnut and the sowing of 
mustard and castor continues. Paddy, sugarcane and 
cotton are thriving and the paddy crop is expected to be 
good. 


Assam, November 16.—Seasonable weather has prevailed 
and crop prospects are good. 

Bengal, November 11.—No rain has fallen. Tillage for 
the sowing of spring crops is making progress and the 
harvesting of early amon and paddy continues. The 
prospects of standing crops are satisfactory.

with a cardboard backing which showed signs of warping 
and in consequence were unsaleable. He observes that a 
normal indoor temperature in winter time may vary between 
70 degrees and 75 degrees but with a varying humidity, 
according to whether artificial humidifiers are used or not, 
while the outdoor temperature may be down to 40 degrees 
or more below zero. In summer, on the other hand, tem- 
peratures of 100 degrees in the shade are experienced. In 
Winnipeg, for instance, last winter a temperature of 
52 degrees below zero was registered, with humidity varying 
very rapidly within the space of a few hours. Where, 
therefore, display material is subject to such changeable 
weather conditions, warping is almost inevitable unless 
extreme care is taken in the manufacture of the articles. 


The Trade Commissioner remarks that even Canadian 
manufacturers find it extremely difficult to manufacture a 
cardboard or wood backing which will withstand the cold 
and varying humidity. 

While the Trade Commissioner’s observations refer parti- 
cularly to the Prairie Provinces, similar, if less extreme, 
conditions are experienced in other parts of the Dominion. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA TIMBER SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Shipments of timber from British Columbia to the United 
Kingdom in the first nine months of 1936 totalled 424,604,986 
feet BM, as compared with 315,811,976 feet in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, an increase of nearly 110 
million feet.—Agent-General in London for British 
Columbia. 


FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples and pears to various United 
Kingdom and Continental ports between October 29 and 
November 4:—Apples, 40,780 barrels, 1,820 half-barrels, 
83,030 boxes; pears, 10 half-barrels. 


The High Commissioner also states that the shipments for 
the period September 17 to 30 were:—Apples, 39,353 
barrels, 2,677 half-barrels, 327 hampers, 92,127 boxes ; pears, 
3,492 boxes and 381 half-barrels. 

Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to October 30 totalled 285,298 barrels, 32,442 
half-barrels and 666,248 boxes, as compared with 606,829 
barrels, 26,554 half-barrels and 797,143 boxes during the 
corresponding period last year. 


CEYLON 


OVERSEA TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


The Principal Collector of Customs, Ceylon, states that 
imports in September last were valued at Rs. 17,536,000, as 
compared with Rs. 17,619,000 in September, 1935, while 
domestic exports amuunted to Rs. 19,637,000, as against 
Rs. 15,899,000, and re-exports to Rs. 1,504,000, as compared 
with Rs. 1,839,000. 

As compared with September, 1935, the value of food, 
drink and tobacco decreased by Rs. 1,505,000 to Rs. 7,510,000

to Rs. 2,534,000 and manufactured articles rose by 
Rs. 1,962,000 to Rs. 7,480,000.

4. Rs. 659,000; cotton piece-goods, + Rs. 859,000 ; and ferti- 
lisers, + Rs. 834,000. Decreases occurred in_ rice, 
— Rs. 1,996,000; sugar, — Rs. 129,000; coal, — Rs. 534,000; 
liquid fuel, — Rs. 384,000; kerosene oil, — Rs. 150,000, and 
motor cars, — Rs. 112,000. 


Domestic Exports 


As compared with September, 1935, the value of food, 
drink and tobacco rose by Rs. 1,079,000 to Rs. 11,636,000 in 
September, 1936. Raw materials advanced by Rs. 2,655,000 
to Rs. 7,881,000, and manufactured articles increased by 
Rs. 3,000 to Rs. 119,000. The principal increases were :—

rubber, + Rs. 2,270,000.

ARGENTINA 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


The official statistics of Argentina’s foreign trade during 
ihe first nine months of the current year provide a strong 
indication that the favourable balance of trade which, in 
the earlier part of this year, was considerably lower than 
that of last year, is now rapidly recovering, so that it is 
probable that, by the end of the year, the export surplus for 
1936 will be commensurate with that for 1935, states the 
Bank of London and South America, Limited, London. By 
the end of August last, the year’s surplus of exports was 
mly 246,079,463 pesos, as compared with 309,353,128 pesos 
at the corresponding date in 1935. This margin has, how- 
eer, been considerably reduced by the return for the 
nonth of September, which shows a favourable balance 45 
nillions pesos higher than in September, 1935. The follow- 
ing table compares the values of Argentine imports and 
exports and the trade balances in the first nine months of 
1986 and 1935:—

During the first nine months of the current year, the 
principal source of Argentine imports was again the United 
Kingdom, which on the basis of tariff values supplied 
181,372,148 pesos, or 21:3 per cent. of total imports, as com- 
pared with 180,227,157 pesos, or 21-8 per cent., during the 
ame period of 1935. Purchases from the United States in- 
treased to 125,939,693 pesos from 121,649,127 pesos, or to 
8 per cent: from 14-7 per cent., those from Germany to 
41,583,704 pesos (9-6 per cent.), from 72,163,668 pesos (8-7 
per cent.) ; from Italy 42,663,995 pesos (5 per cent.), from 
¥,348,066 pesos (4:4 per cent.); from France 39,917,825 
pesos (4-7 per cent.), from 36,204,257 pesos (4:4 per cent.) ; 
vhile those from Belgium were also slightly higher at 
2,816,418 pesos (6-2 per cent.), against 51,328,645 pesos 
(2 per cent.). Purchases this year from Venezuela ex- 
panded to 15,347,102 pesos in comparison with only 266,080 
pesos last: year. A smaller amount of imports was provided 
‘'y Japan this: year, the total therefrom having been 
8,066,550 pesos (3-9 per cent.), as against 35,594,264 pesos 
43 per cent.).

ImMPpoRTS AND TRADE BALANCE 


The volume of imports increased from 2,815,466 metric 
tons in January-August, 1935, to 2,936,026 metric tons in 
January-August, 1936, and the value from 2,427,750 to 
2,748,437 contos. The net favourable balance of trade in 
terms of sterling for the eight months under review was 
£8,742,346, as compared with £6,115,270 last year and

boxes to 1,690,728 boxes; raw cotton, from 95.511 tons to 
136,280 tons, and oilcake, from 64,720 tons to 111,618 tons.

There was, therefore, an active balance in September 
last of 20-7 million pengés in comparison with an active 
balance of 9-4 million pengés in September, 1935. 

In the first three quarters of the current year the value 
of Hungarian exports increased by 62 million pengés from 
299 million pengés in the corresponding period of 1935 to 
361 million pengés in 1936, whereas the value of imports 
shows an increase of 55 million pengés, aggregating 322-3 
million pengés in the first nine months in comparison with 
267-3 million pengés in 1935. In publishing these figures 
the ‘‘ Pester Lloyd ’’ points out that they refer to seasons 
which, as a rule, result in an unfavourable balance in 
Hungary’s foreign trade, because the export of corn, the 
most important of Hungary’s exports, commences only in 
August which, in view of last year’s poor harvest and the 
necessity of importing fodder in large quantities, has an 
enhanced importance in the current year. 

The data for the month of September show a certain 
inactivity in the import trade, the value of which has practi- 
cally not changed as compared with the previous month, 
although in the first two quarters of the year a considerable 
increase was noticeable on the import side of Hungary’s

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foreign trade, The principal reason for the decrease now 
shown is the cessation of the import of fodder, but there 
are reductions noticeable also in the case of certain in- 
dustrial articles. For instance, the value of passenger 
motor cars imported is 200,000 pengés less than in August 
and that of paper and paper goods amounts to 100,000 
pengés less. A considerable reduction is shown in the 
value of imported raw cotton, about 400,000 pengés less than 
in the previous month. In the import of aniline dyes there 
is a reduction of 200,000 pengés and the value of imported 
raw hides is 250,000 pengiés less than that of hides imported 
in August. 

On the other hand, an increase is noticeable in the im- 
port of cotton yarns and silks, and a large increase is shown 
amounting to about 450,000 pengés in the import of furs. 
The import of iron semi-manufactures and iron goods, 
which in the first three quarters of the year showed an in- 
crease of 2:3 million pengés, dropped by 240,000 pengis as 
compared with the August figures, whereas the import of 
iron, metal and scrap iron, although still increasing, shows 
slower progress than at the beginning of the year. 


Export TRADE 


On the export side the general increase in the export of 
industrial products continues. Products of the electro- 
technical industry alone show a reduction as compared with 
the figures for September, 1935. The export figures for 
iron semi-manufactures and machinery indicate an in- 
crease of 700,000 pengés as compared with the same period 
of 1935, and the value of cotton goods exported in the course 
of this year is 380,000 pengés more than last year. The 
most important agricultural products also show an increase 
in comparison with last month. In the case of poultry 
exports amount to 360,000 pengés. It is, however, the ex- 
port of corn which is responsible for the sudden increase in 
the active balance of Hungary’s foreign trade. The export 
of wheat amounted to 14:3 million pengés, or 7-7 million 
pengés more than in September, 1935. The export of rye 
shows an increase of 1-5 million pengés in comparison with 
the same month in 1935. A further increase is noticeable 
in the export of wine, amounting to 230,000 pengés against 
the export in September, 1935. There was an increase of 
800,000 pengis in the export of fruit and 330,000 pengis in 
that of potatoes, in comparison with the same period of last 
year.

The volume of Swiss foreign trade continued its down- 
vard course during the nine months under review, the total 
igure amounting to 1,428-1 million francs, as compared with 
1498-1 million frs. for the corresponding period in 1935, 
1650-2 million frs. in 1934 and 3,516-0 million frs. in 1928. 


The figures for the first three quarters of the current 

year show a decline in imports, which fell from 928.4 million 
ft. in the first nine months of 1935 to 8216 million frs. 
(- 106-8 million frs.), and an increase in exports, which 
tse from 569-7 million frs. to 606-5 million frs. (+ 36:8 
uillion frs.). 


As a result of a further decline in the value of imports,

As regards imports of wheat, the greater decrease to be 
observed in respect of weight is due to the fact that the 
average declared value of this commodity rose from 112-70 
frs. to 125-30 frs. per metric ton. Imports of wine in 
barrels and those of crystallised sugar showed a marked 
decline, the mean value of the former falling from 31 to 
26 centimes per litre, whereas that of the latter grew 
somewhat firmer. Smaller quantities of raw coffee were 
imported at prices which were considerably lower than those 
prevailing during the first nine months of 1935. There

From the foregoing table it will be seen that there was 
a general decline in weight except in the case of cellulose 
and in value, with the exception of raw wool, sliver, cellu- 
lose and tin. With regard to raw wool, the average value 
of this article has increased, in comparison with the corre- 
sponding period in 1935, from 1,660 to 2,170 frs. per metric 
ton, and that of sliver from 4,030 to 4,260 frs. per 
metric ton. 


Imports of solid and liquid fuel have declined both in 
quantity and value. The principal decrease is in respect of 
coal and coal briquettes, the former falling from 1,303,363 
tons and 30-7 million frs. to 1,273,787 tons and 29-6 million 
frs. and the latter from 226,319 tons and 6-5 million frs. 
to 197,779 tons and 5-5 million frs. The mean value for 
this commodity declined from 24-80 frs. to 24-40 frs. per 
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metric ton. Approximately 40 per cent. of the coal imported 
inte Switzerland is for domestic purposes, 25 per cent. goes 
to the gas works and 25 per cent. to industrial concerns 
and from 5 to 6 per cent. to the transport undertakings. 
Both hydraulic and electrical works are users of coal. As 
regards liquid fuel, imports of petrol showed a decline of 
1-4 million frs., those of petroleum residues sank from 8-4 
to 7-2 million frs. (this commodity is used mainly for central 
heating purposes) and those of petroleum from 1-4 to 1.0 
million frs. 





Export TRADE 


As regards the export trade, there was an improvement 
in respect of a considerable number of items, especially 
those belonging to the metallurgical and watchmaking 
branches of industry. The textile trade, as a whole, de- 
clined, although there was a slight revival to be observed 
with regard to exports of embroideries, cotton and silk 
piece-goods, schappe and knitted wares. Exports of cheese 
rose from 25:9 to 29-5 million frs., the principal buyers for 
this commodity being Germany, France, Italy and the 
United States. Exports of aniline dyes increased from 47:8 
to 50-3 million frs. and those of chemicals for industrial 
uses from 12-3 to 19-7 million frs. Exports of boots and 
shoes improved both as regards quantity and value (938,100, 
as against 902,300 pairs, and 10-6, as compared with 10-0 
million frs.). The Federal Customs Authorities, in their 
review of Swiss foreign trade, stress the fact that the 
improvement in exports is more marked as regards quan- 
tity than value. At the same time, they point out that 
exports in the minor industries have, on the whole, de- 
clined. This is especially noticeable in the case of cattle 
for farming and for breeding purposes, exports of which 
have fallen by 3,529 head and 2-3 million frs. The following 
table shows the developments which took place in the prin-

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


Exports of merchandise, which usually increase seasonally 
in the fall of the year, were 23 per cent. larger in value in 
September than in August, while imports, which usually 
decline slightly, were 12 per cent. larger, states a Report 
issued by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
forwarded by the British Commercial Counsellor at 
Washington. 

Exports, including re-exports, amounted to 219,967,000 
dollars in September, as compared with 178,314,000 dols. in 
August, 1936, and 198,803,000 dols. in September, 1935. 


General imports (goods entered for storage in bonded ware- 
houses, plus goods entering merchandising channels imme- 
diately upon arrival in the United States) amounted to 
215,525,000 dols., as compared with 192,376,000 dols. in 
August, 1936, and 161,647,000 dols. in September, 19365. 

Imports for consumption (goods entering merchandising 
or consumption channels immediately upon arrival, plus 
withdrawals from bonded warehouses for consumption) 
amounted to 218,250,000 dols., as compared with 200,091,000 
dos. in August, 1936, and with 168,683,000 dols. in 
September, 1935. 


CHANGES IN Exports 


Compared with September of last year, approximately 
two-thirds of the increase in exports was due to larger ship- 
ments of unmanufactured cotton and of machinery and 
vehicles. Exports of unmanufactured cotton increased from 
267,163,000 Ibs., valued at 31,817,000 dols., to 306,090,000 
lbs., valued at 38,221,000 dols. In addition to increases in 
exports of electrical machinery, office appliances, printing 
and bookbinding machinery, and aircraft, exports of in- 
dustrial machinery increased from 9,228,000 dols. to 
12,298,000 dols., and those of agricultural machinery, in- 
tuding implements, from 2,713,000 dols. to 3,806,000 dols. 

Among other commodities to be exported in larger value 
than in September of last year were lard, dairy products, 
fsh, grains, dried fruits, rubber manufactures, tobacco 
manufactures, sawmill products, paper manufactures, crude 
sulphur, iron and steel-mill products, copper, coal-tar pro- 
duets, and medicinal preparations. 

Included in products exported in smaller quantities were 
apples, canned fruits, leaf tobacco, and refined petroleum 
products. 


CHances 1n Imports 


Although import gains over September were distributed 
wer a wide range of commodities, approximately half the 
icrease was due to larger imports of crude rubber, sugar, 
Paper manufactures, unmanufactured tobacco, wheat, and 
paper base stock. Crude rubber imports rose from 79,984,000 
hs., valued at 8,929,000 dols., to 112,074,000 Ibs., valued at 
17,337,000 dols. Sugar imports increased from 262,315,000 
s., valued at 6,731,000 dols., to 486,091,000 Ibs., valued at 
14,394,000 dols. Imports of other items listed above were, 
each case, roughly 2 million dols. larger in value than 
in September, 1935. 

Among imports to show a decline were tallow, vegetable 
tills, coffee, petroleum and products, copper, tin, and coal- 
tar products. 


Trape BaLance: Gop and S1tver Movements 


Exports of merchandise exceeded general imports of mer- 
thandise by 4,442,000 dols. In the first nine months of the 
year imports exeeeded exports by 33,136,000 dols., as com- 
pared with a net balance of merchandise exports of 
6,496,000 dols. in the corresponding period of 19365.

IMPORTATION AND ASSESSMENT OF DUTY 
ON LIQUORS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the following 
Circular (No. 19 of 1936), dated October 12, 1936, which 
relates to the importation and assessment of duty on liquors 
imported into British Malaya. 


A.—RECOGNISED CONTAINERS 


1. Intoxicating liquors other than ale, beer, stout or 
porter may be imported for retail sale in the following sized 
containers :—

The volume of the contents must be clearly marked on the 
labels of Imperial Quart, Imperial Pint, Imperial Half- 
pint containers imported for local consumption. 

2. Ale, beer, stout or porter may only be imported in those 
containers in which they are permitted to be retailed freely 
for consumption off the premises i.e. :—

B.—VakRIATION IN VOLUME OF CONTENTS 


3. It has been found by experience that the volume of 
liquor (as measured in Malaya) contained in bottles in- 
tended clearly to conform to a recognised measure, as set out 
in paragraph (1) of this circular, is subject to variation. 
This is due to expansion as a result of increased temperature 
of the liquor when imported as opposed to temperature at 
the time of bottling, and to variation in filling, and would 
be covered by a permissive variation of + 2} per cent. or

Should the volume of the contents of any recognised con- 
tainer not fall within the above-mentioned limits, the con- 
signment concerned shall not be admitted for local consump- 
tion without reference to the Commissioner or his Deputy. 


5. Discretion may be exercised in the case of excess volume 
of sparkling wines: this being due to the allowance made 
by the bottlers for the almost inevitable loss of volume 
during production. 


C.—Samp ine or Liquor ror DETERMINATION OF VOLUME 


6.—In every case when low or excessive volume of liquor 
is discovered on first sampling a further sample should 
always be tested before a decision is made. 


WEIGHING OF CIGARETTES FOR DUTY 
PURPOSES 


The Malayan Information Agency has forwarded to the 
Board of Trade the following notice relating to the importa- 
tion into Malaya of cigarettes :— 


1. Duty shall be charged on the net weight of cigarettes, 
including paper, cork tips, filters and any other component 
part of the cigarette itself. 


2. A schedule of weights of cigarettes for Malayan duty 
purposes is to be issued monthly and circularised ‘to all 
Malayan Customs and Excise administrations and to im- 
porters. This schedule will exhibit the average tested 
weights of all standard brands of cigarettes imported into 
Singapore, and it is to be posted, or otherwise delivered, to 
reach its destination on the first working day of each month. 


3. Samples are to be taken periodically from all brands of 
cigarettes listed in the schedule. Test weighings are to be 
carried out by a Superintendent of Excise in a bonded ware- 
house other than that from which the sample was taken. 
The results of these tests are to be kept strictly confidential 
until included in the schedule for the month following. 


4. Importers have the right to appeal against an altera- 
tion in the schedule, and in such cases a test weighing of 
the relevant brand is to be made by a Superintendent of 
Excise in the presence of the importer or his representative. 


5. The weights of brands of cigarettes not listed in the 
schedule are to be ascertained by random sampling and test 
weighing by a Superintendent of Excise in the presence of 
the importers or their representatives.

DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF LINSEED 


The French Customs Tariff provides for the duty-free ad- 
mission into France, under licence, of a certain quantity of 
linseed for sowing.

INCREASE IN IMPORT DUTY

pending the promulgation of new import regulations. No 
facilities will be granted to importers who ignore this 
warning. 

United Kingdom exporters should therefore take every 
care before shipping goods to Greece to ascertain that the 
importer is in possession of the necessary import licence. 


IRAN 
IMPORT OF SEEDS AND PLANTS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 
19, 1936 (page 437), H.M. Representative at Tehran reports 
that an import licence is given only in respect of seeds and 
plants which are accompanied by an official sanitary certifi- 
cate issued by the country of origin. Those seeds and plants 
which are not accompanied by sanitary certificates will, in 
accordance with the regulations, be destroyed. 


EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to previous notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ under 
the above heading, the Board of Trade have received from 
H.M. Representative at Tehran the appended note as to 
the application of the exchange regulations to travellers 
entering and leaving Iran. 

In order to avoid any inconvenience, travellers are advised 
to make themselves familiar with the regulations before 
proceeding to Iran. 


1. The export and import of Iranian currency is prohibited, 
but travellers entering or leaving Iran may carry with them 
in Iranian currency a sum not exceeding Rials 200. 


2. On entering Iran a traveller must declare in writing at 
the frontier Customs house all foreign exchange in hig posses- 
sion, whether in coins, notes, cheques, travellers’ cheques, 
letters of credit, shares or any other form. If no foreign ex- 
change is carried, this must be stated in writing. The informa- 
tion given by the traveller will be entered in his passport. 


3. A traveller who wishes to obtain Rials should sell his 
foreign exchange or such part of it as may be necessary to one 
of the two banks authorised to deal in foreign exchange, 
namely, the National Bank of Iran and the Imperial Bank of 
Tran. The Bank will furnish a certificate that the traveller 
has sold foreign exchange, and this should be carefully kept 
and produced at the frontier when leaving Iran in order that 
the Customs may allow the export of any exchange which the 
traveller may still have in his possession. 


4. If a traveller has bought more Rials than he requires in 
Iran, he may buy exchange on leaving the country. But to do 
so he must first obtain the permission of the Exchange Com- 
— in Tehran, which it will probably take at least a week 

obtain. 





——— 
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5. The permit to buy exchange issued by the Exchange Com. 
mission will be valid for twenty days only, and the travelle 
must leave Iran within one month of making his purchase of 
exchange. The amount of exchange bought by the traveller 
and the date of the purchase will be entered in his passport 
by the bank selling the exchange, which will also give him, 
certificate of purchase of exchange. 

6. A traveller who has bought foreign exchange while in 
Iran must carry the whole sum with him when leaving the 
country, and must produce at the frontier the certificate of 
purchase of exchange given to him by the selling bank. This 
certificate will be cancelled by the Customs at the frontier and 
returned to the traveller. 

7. Pending the enactment of further regulations, a traveller 
may take with him when leaving the country a sum in foreign 
exchange equal to, but not in excess of the amount of foreign 
exchange which he brought into Iran.

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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
LUXEMBURG 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS (CHICORY) 


H.M. Representative at Brussels has forwarded a copy of 
a Grand Ducal Decree, dated November 7 and operative as 
from November 8, 1936, which prohibits the export of 
chicory from Luxemburg to all other countries. 


MEXICO 
IMPORT OF SAMPLES AND SAMPLE SETS 


H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City has forwarded parti- 
culars of a Decree, effective on October 24, which modifies 
the conditions under which samples and sample sets 
classified under Tariff No. 79.70 may enter Mexico free of 
Customs duty. 

The Decree provides that samples imported under this 
heading can only be admitted free of duty when they have 
been rendered useless by cuts or perforations and therefore 
cannot be used or sold. In the special case of cloth, felts, 
carpets or other textiles, in order to be exempt from pay- 
ment of duty, the samples must be presented in the smallest 
possible size in order to give an idea of the whole, without 
repeated designs or drawings, and if these goods measure 
more than 20 cm. in any direction, they must be made useless 
by longitudinal cuttings of not less than 5 cm. and in spaces 
not more than 20 cm. all over the surface, except those 
which can be used in making such articles as ties, bows, etc., 
when, notwithstanding their apparent uselessness, they will 
pay their corresponding duties. 

The following are also granted exemption from duty :— 

Samples of ribbons, tapes, threads and lace up to 15 em. 
wide and similar articles up to 10 cm. in length, provided 
only one of each is presented, even if they are loose ; samples 
formed by half of a piece or unit in respect of handkerchiefs, 
silk handkerchiefs, stockings, ties, hats or whole pieces made 
useless in the manner indicated above; pasteboards having 
fixed on them fragments of textiles, papers, tapes, cards, 
envelopes, threads; collections of samples of skins, india- 
rubber, woods, corks, etc., which are useless on account of 
their small size. 

Sample sets classified under Tariff No. 79.70 are defined as 
collections in which are presented, although made useless, 
the various types of goods which are to be shown, whether 
they are presented on pasteboard or paper or in small 
bunches. If, in these sample sets, there are presented some 
types or a whole unit which can be used or sold as in the case 
of buttons, buckles, nails, screws, rivets or other articles 
not rendered useless, they shall be classified under Tariff 
Nos. 79.71 and 79.72. 

Small portions of eatables, drinks, fixed and volatile oils, 
greases, waxes, gums, fibres, perfumes, cosmetics, aromatic 
waters, soaps, drugs and other similar products will not be 
accepted as samples and will therefore be subject to their 
corresponding duties. 


POLAND 
TEMPORARY REDUCTIONS OF CUSTOMS DUTY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of an Order dated September 19, 
1936, and effective as from October 29, 1936, which provides

MODIFICATION OF IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 
(SUGAR, MALT AND LUBRICANTS) 


H.M. Minister at Berne has forwarded particulars of an 
Ordinance of the Swiss Federal Department of Public 
Economy, dated October 30, 1936, and operative as from 
November 1, 1936, which amends the existing regulations 
governing the issue of import licences for sugar, malt and 
lubricants. (See ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 14, 1932, page 66.) 

Henceforth, individual quotas will be allotted not only 
to firms entitled to such quotas by virtue of their proved 
imports in past years, but also to bona fide dealers hitherto 
not entitled to a basic quota; allocations will, however, 
remain within the limits of total quotas as allotted to each 
supplying country. 

Applications for licences should he made to the following

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D. 48578], published Octo- 
ber 22, 1936, which amends the United States marking regu- 
lations as follows: 

(1) Metal clips to be attached to combs after importation 
are required to be individually marked to indicate the 
country of origin. So far as this decision involves a change 
of practice, it will only be applied after a period of 60 days 
has elapsed following the date of publication in the weekly 
Treasury Decisions. 

(2) The marking ‘‘ The Netherlands Indies ” or ‘‘ Nether- 
lands Indies ” is acceptable marking on merchandise the 
manufacture or production of the Netherlands territories 
in Asia. 


URUGUAY 
INCREASED DUTIES ON ELECTRIC WIRES 
AND CABLES 


H.M. Consul at Montevideo reports that, in accordance 
with a Resolution dated October 14, the Customs duties 
on imported electric wires and cables, etc., included in Items 
Nos. 9 to 12 inclusive and 16 to 18 inclusive of the Elec 
tricity Section of the Uruguayan Customs Tariff have been 
increased from 31 per cent. plus the usual additional duties 
to 48 per cent. plus the usual additional duties. These rates 
of duty are levied on the corresponding Customs valuations, 
which, together with the items affected, are set out below:

N.B.—The only debts (other than certain freight charges 
falling due between July 15 and November 15, 1936) which 
are payable to the Clearing Office are those in respect of the 
price of Italian goods imported into the United Kingdom; 
the following debts are, therefore, not payable to the 
(learing Office :— 

(i) Debts in respect of Italian goods imported into 
countries other than the United Kingdom. 

(ii) Debts in respect of commercial services, agents’ com- 
mission, insurance, interest, etc., unless included 
in a debt in respect of the price of goods. 


{, BILLS OF EXCHANGE 


Where a debt to which the Order applies is represented by 
a bill of exchange, arrangements must be made to ensure 
that on presentation of the bill, payment of the amount due 
io the Clearing Office will be made to the Bank of England 
for account of that Office. 


}. CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


It will be necessary for all non-Italian goods consigned 
irom Italy and imported into the United Kingdom to be 
accompanied by a certificate of origin in order to show that 
they are not Italian goods within the meaning of the Order. 


§, DECLARATIONS BY IMPORTERS IN RESPECT OF GOODS IMPORTED 
AFTER JULY 14, 1936 


It will be necessary for any person importing Italian 
goods which were not entered before midnight July 14-15, 
1936, to fill up and sign a form of declaration (A.I.C.O. 
Form 1) which can be obtained from the Customs at the port 
of importation. 


7, POSITION OF AGENTS OR REPRESENTATIVES OF EXPORTERS OF 
ITALIAN GOODS 


(a) Where an agent or representative in the United King- 
dom of an exporter of Italian goods has made disbursements 
in respect of charges in the United Kingdom, such as 
Customs duties or freight, on goods dispatched by his prin- 
tipal, or is owed commission in respect of the goods, the 
person by whom the debt is payable to the Clearing Office 
may, with the consent of that Office, deduct the amount 
of such disbursements and commission when paying his debt 
to the Clearing Office and reimburse the agent. Before 
giving consent to such deductions the Clearing Office will 
require to be satisfied that they are reasonable in character 
ind amount. 


(b) Where it has hitherto been the customary practice for 
iebts to be paid to the agent or representative in the United 
Kingdom of the exporter of Italian goods, permission will 
lormally be given for this practice to be continued, subject 
to the agent making payment of the net amount to the 
Gearing Office after deducting his commission and disburse- 
ments in the United Kingdom. This method can only be 
idopted with the consent of the Clearing Office and the 
Clearing Office will require to be satisfied that the disburse- 
Nents and commission are reasonable. 


8, METHOD OF PAYMENT TO BANK OF ENGLAND 


(e) Payments to the Bank of England must be made in 
the following manner : 

(i) Debts expressed in sterling:—Payment may be 

made either directly or through a banker in the 

United Kingdom and cheques or drafts must be 
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drawn payable to the “Bank of England or 
bearer’ and crossed ‘‘ Account Controller of 
Anglo-Italian Clearing Office.” 

(ii) Debts expressed in lire must be converted into 
sterling at the rate certified by the Clearing Office 
and published in the press on the day of payment. 
The resulting sterling must be paid as in (i) above. 

(iii) Debts expressed in other currencies must be con- 
verted into sterling at the London selling rate for 
sight drafts ruling at the time of payment. The 
resulting sterling amount must be paid as in (i) 
above. 

(b) Where goods are imported on or after July 15, 1936, 
the paying-in slip (A.[.C.O. Form 2b) which is attached 
to the declaration made by the importer at the time of entry 
of the goods (see paragraph 6 above) should normally be 
completed and forwarded to the Bank of England with the 
relative payment. 


Where that paying-in slip cannot be used (e.g. where the 
goods were imported before July 15, 1936), either a special 
paying-in slip (A.I.C.O. Form 2c) should be obtained from 
the Bank of England or other bank in the United Kingdom, 
or the following particulars given :— 


Clearing Office Reference No. or date of importation if 
goods imported before July 15, 1936. 

Nature of goods. 

Name and address of debtor in United Kingdom. 

Name and address of beneficiary. 

Amount of debt in original currency. 

Where debt is expressed in a currency other than 
sterling, the rate of conversion and the sterling 
equivalent. 

Deductions, if any, in detail. 

Net amount of payment. 


9. TRANSFER TO BENEFICIARIES 


The Bank of England will in respect of each payment give 
a receipt on behalf of the Clearing Office which will be a 
good discharge for the amount named therein. 

Advices of payments received by the Bank of England for 
account of the Clearing Office will be forwarded to the 
Istituto Nazionale per i Cambi con |’Estero. The creditor 
will receive, where the debt is expressed in lire, the full lire 
amount due to him or, where the debt is expressed to be 
payable in a currency other than the lira, the full lire 
equivalent of the debt at the rate of exchange ruling for 
such other currency on the Rome Bourse on the day on which 
instructions for payment are given by the Istituto. 


10. RELEASE OF DOCUMENTS HELD BY AGENTS 


Under Section 1 (5) of the Debts Clearing Offices Act, 
1934, ‘‘ a person importing goods into the United Kingdom 
who has paid to the Clearing Office any sum in respect of 
those goods shall have the like rights against any person 
by whom documents of title relating to those goods are held 
as if he had made the like payment to that person.’ Conse- 
quently, where documents of title for Italian goods imported 
into the United Kingdom are held by an agent (including a 
bank) with instructions to release them on payment of the 
debt due in respect of the goods and where a payment in 
respect of the goods has been made to the Clearing Office, 
the agent is required for the purpose of release of the docu- 
ments to accept the Clearing Office receipt as equivalent to 
the payment pro tanto of the debt due in respect of the 
goods. This arrangement will, of course, be subject to the 
fulfilment of any other conditions, not relating to payment 
of the debt, which may have been arranged between the 
importer and the exporter. 


11. PENALTIES 


Attention is drawn to the penalties laid down in Article 12 
of the Order. 


B.—PayMent or Dests DUE TO PERSONS IN THE 
UnitEp Kinepom 

12. CURRENT TRADE DEBTS 

50 per cent. of all sums received by the Clearing Office 
prior to November 16, 1936, and 70 per cent. of all sums 
received on or after that date, will be available for payment 
of current trade debts, i.e. debts in respect of United 
Kingdom goods imported into Italy after July 14, 1936, and 
freights, i.e. freights for the carriage between the two 


countries in British ships of goods imported into either 


country after July 14, 1936. Debts in respect of such 
freights will be transferred in priority to debts in respect of 
goods. 

Payments to creditors in the United Kingdom will be made 
by the Clearing Office on receipt of advices from the Istituto, 
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which, subject to priority for freights, will be issued in 
chronological order of deposit of lire by the debtors. Deposits 
will be transferred in sterling at the rate of exchange for 
sterling ruling on the Rome Bourse on the day on which the 
advice of payment is sent to the Clearing Office. The 
debtor, however, will remain responsible for the full sterling 
amount due or, where the debt is expressed to be payable in 
a currency other than sterling, the full sterling equivalent 
of his debt calculated at the rates ruling for such other 
currency and for sterling on the Rome Bourse on the day on 
which the Istituto sends to the Clearing Office the advice of 
payment in respect of the original deposit. 

Payment to creditors in the United Kingdom cannot be 
made in the absence of advice from the Istituto; but on 
receipt of such advice, payment will be made automatically. 
It will not, therefore, be necessary for creditors to submit 
claims to the Clearing Office; but they should endeavour to 
ensure in correspondence with their Italian debtors that the 
latter have deposited or will deposit the full amounts in lire 
that will be required to discharge their debts in accordance 
with the Clearing Agreement. 


13. ARREARS 


50 per cent. of all sums received by the Clearing Office 
prior to November 16, 1936, and 30 per cent. of all sums 
received on or after that date together with any balances 
not required for commitments in respect of current trade, 
will be available for the transfer in sterling of certain com- 
mercial and financial arrears. Details of the provisions 
made for such arrears are given in a separate Memorandum, 
copies of which may be obtained from any Bank or Chamber 
of Commerce or on application to the Clearing Office. 


14. NEWFOUNDLAND 


Debits in respect of codfish and stockfish of Newfoundland 
catching imported into Italy are transferable in the same 
way as debts in respect of United Kingdom goods. 


15. CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 

United Kingdom exporters are warned that Italian im- 
porters, when making deposits in respect of United Kingdom 
goods exported from the United Kingdom on and after 
November 16, 1936, will be required to produce a certificate 
(in duplicate) to the effect that the goods were grown, pro- 
duced or manufactured in the United Kingdom. Such certi- 
ficates should be obtained by the exporter from a Chamber 
of Commerce in the United Kingdom affiliated to the Asso- 
ciation of British Chambers of Commerce or [ium the 
Federation of British Industries. All such certificates must 
be forwarded with the shipping documents. 

In the absence of a certificate of origin payment of the 
debt in respect of the goods cannot be made by the Clearing 
Office. 


16. CLEARING OFFICE FEES 
The Clearing Office will deduct from sterling payments 
made to creditors a fee at the rate of '} per cent. in order 
to cover their expenses.

MEMORANDUM (I.M. No, 2) 


WITH REGARD TO THE TRANSFER TO PERSONS IN THE UNITED 
Krnepom or Trapg Depts (ARREARS) DUE FROM PERSONS 
IN ITALY AND THE ITALIAN PossEesstons AND COLONIES 
AND OF FINANCIAL REMITTANCES FROM ITALY. 


1. This Memorandum is issued in explanation of the main 
provisions of the Anglo-Italian Clearing Agreement dated 
November 6, 1936 (Cmd. 5307), so far as they relate to the 
liquidation of arrears of trade debts and the transfer of 
financial remittances. 


A.—Trave Dests (ARREARS)* 
2. The Agreement provides for the allocation of the 
following sums for the payment of arrears of trade debts: 
(i) 45 per cent. of all sums received by the Clearing 
Office prior to November 16, 1936; 





* Information regarding the transfer from Italy of current 
trade debts is contained in Memorandum I.M. No. 1, copies of 
which can be obtained from Banks or Chambers of Commerce or 
on application to the Customs or the Clearing Office. 
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(ii) 27 per cent. of all sums so received on or after that 
date; and 


(iii) 90 per cent. of any balances not required for com. 
mitments in respect of current trade. 


Of the amount thus made available two-thirds is allocated 
for the payment of class ‘‘ A ’’ debts, and one-third for the 
payment of class ‘‘ B’’ debts, as defined below. 


3. The arrears covered by the Agreement comprise al] 
debts (other than current trade debts) due to persons in 
the United Kingdom from persons in Italy or the Italian 
Possessions and Colonies in respect of the price of goods 
imported into Italian territory (including Possessions and 
Colonies) before November 16, 1936, and in respect of 
freights for the carriage either way between the United 
Kingdom and Italian territory in British ships of goods 
imported before. November 16, 1936. 


4, Arrears are placed in two classes, viz. : 


‘‘A’’comprising debts due to persons in the United 
Kingdom from persons in Italy in respect of : 


(i) goods imported into Italy from the United Kingdom 
after March 17, 1935, and exported from the 
United Kingdom before November 18, 1935; and 


(ii) freights for the carriage between the two countries 
in British ships of goods imported into either 
country after March 17, 1935, and exported 
before November 18, 1935. 


These are the debts which were covered by the Anglo- 
Italian Trade and Payments Agreement of April, 1935. 


‘‘ B ’’—comprising the remaining arrears, viz.: debts due 
to persons in the United Kingdom from persons in Italy 
and in Italian Possessions and Colonies in respect of : 


(a) the price of goods imported into Italy from the 
United Kingdom before March 18, 1935; 


(b) the price of goods exported from the United 
Kingdom after November 17, 1935, and imported 
into Italy before July 15, 1936; 


(c) the price of goods imported into the Italian Posses- 
sions and Colonies from the United Kingdom 
before November 16, 1936; 


(d) the price of goods imported into Italy and the 
Italian Possessions and Colonies from any country 
other than the United Kingdom before Novem- 
ber 16, 1936; 


(e) freights due for the carriage either way between 
the United Kingdom and Italy in British ships of 
goods imported before March 18, 1935; 


(f) freights due for the carriage either way between 
the United Kingdom and Italy in British ships 
of goods exported from either country after 
November 17, 1935, and imported before July 14, 
1936; and 

(g) freights due for the carriage either way between 
the United Kingdom and the Italian Possessions 
and Colonies in British ships of goods imported 
before November 16, 1936. 


5. Payments will be made by the Clearing Office on receipt 
of advices from the Istituto Nazionale per I Cambi con 
l’Estero, which will be issued (within the limits of the 
sterling from time to time available for the transfer of class 
‘“A”’ debts and class ‘“‘ B” debts respectively) in chrono- 
logical order (within each class) of the deposit of lire 
with the Istituto. Deposits (except those dealt with in the 
next paragraph) will be transferred in sterling at the rate 
of exchange for sterling ruling on the Rome Bourse on the 
day on which the advice of payment is sent to the Clearing 
Office. The debtor, however, will (with the same exception) 
remain responsible for the full sterling amount due or, 
where the debt is expressed to be payable in a currency other 
than sterling, the full sterling equivalent of the debt caicu- 
lated at the rates ruling for such other currency and for 
sterling on the Rome Bourse on the day on which the 
Istituto sends to the Clearing Office the advice of payment 
in respect of the original deposit. 


6. Special provisions, as described below, apply to certain 
deposits made under the Italian Ministerial Decree of 
November 20, 1935, in respect of the following debts (i- 
cluded in class ‘‘ B’’), viz. debts in respect of 

(a) the price of goods imported into Italy from the 
United Kingdom before March 18, 1935; 

(b) the price of goods exported from the United 
Kingdom after November 17, 1935, and impor 
into Italy before July 15, 1936; 
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(c) the price of goods imported into Italian Possessions 
and Colonies from the United Kingdom before 
November 16, 1936; and 


(d) the price of goods imported into Italy and Italian 
Possessions and Colonies before November 16, 
1936, from certain third countries. 


Under the Italian Ministerial Decree of November 20, 
1935, the deposit of lire in a blocked account under pre- 
gribed conditions in respect of the above four classes of 
debt gave the debtor a full discharge. Lire deposited in a 
jlocked account under this Decree will be converted into 
derling by the Italian exchange authorities at a fixed rate 
of 64:46 lire to the £. The resulting sterling will in due 
wurse be transferred to the United Kingdom creditors in 
the same way as other debts included in class ‘‘ B.”’ 


7. Payment to a creditor in the United Kingdom cannot 
je made in the absence of advice from the Istituto; but on 
receipt of such advice payment will be made automatically. 
it will not therefore be necessary for creditors to submit 
daims to the Clearing Office. 


8, Creditors are warned that a considerable time must 
dapse before the arrears can be transferred through the 
Gearing. Transfer depends on the future volume of trade 
tween the two countries and no reliable estimate can be 
made of the date on which any particular debt will be 
transferred. 


9. The Clearing Office will, however, issue periodical state- 
ments to the press showing the progress made in effecting 
wansfer of each class of debt. These statements may assist 
aeditors to form a rough estimate of the time likely to 
dapse before they will receive payment. They are advised 
for this purpose to ascertain from their debtors the dates 
m which deposits were made with the Istituto and the serial 
mmbers of such deposits. They should also endeavour to 
asure in correspondence with their debtors that the latter 
have deposited or will deposit the full amount in lire that 
rill be required to discharge their debts in accordance with 
the Clearing Agreement. 


10. Arrears in respect of codfish and stockfish of New- 
fundland catching imported into Italy are transferable in 
the same way as arrears in respect of United Kingdom 
goods. 


B.—FinanciaL REMITTANCES 


ll. The Italian exchange authorities will provide free ex- 
change for insurance and re-insurance premiums and claims, 
patent fees, licence fees and royalties. Such payments will 
wt be transferable through the Clearing Office. 


12. The Agreement provides for the allocation of the 
lowing sums for the transfer of other non-commercial 
remittances :—- 


(i) 5 per cent, of all sums received by the Clearing 
Office prior to November 16, 1936; 


(ii) 3 per cent. of all sums received on or after that 
date; and 


(iii) 10 per cent. of any balances not required for com- 
mitments in respect of current trade. 


13. The transfer of financial remittances will require the 
‘onsent of the Italian exchange authorities. Applications 
or such consent, duly supported by the relative documents, 
hould be made to the Istituto Nazionale per i Cambi con 
"Estero. When a request for transfer has been allowed by 
the Istituto, the lire deposit will, in due course, be trans- 
ferred in sterling through the Clearing Office to the United 
Kingdom beneficiary. Payments will be made by the Clear- 
ing Office on receipt of advices from the Istitute. Save in 
‘xceptional circumstances, priority of transfer “will be 
aeorded to remittances of a recurrent nature, such as com- 
missions, interest, dividends, rents, etc. Subject to this 
Mority, advices will be issued by the Istituto as far as pos- 
ible in the chronological order in which deposits were made. 


C.—C.LeaRiInG OrFrice Fres 


4. The Clearing Office will deduct from sterling pay- 
Nents made to creditors a fee at the rate of 4 per cent. in 
wder to cover their expenses. 


D.—UTInisATION oF Lire IN ITALY 


15. The Agreement provides that any United Kingdom 
editor in respect of an outstanding trade debt included 
Melass “ A’? or ‘* B,’’ as defined above, or any United 
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Kingdom beneficiary in respect of a financial remittance 
who wishes to utilise his lire in Italy may request the 
Istituto to place any sums in lire which are awaiting 
transfer to him in a ‘‘Conto Loro Vecchio’’ at an Italian 
bank authorised to transact exchange operations. Particu- 
lars of the uses to which deposits in ‘‘ Conti Loro Vecchi ”’ 
may be put, and information regarding the procedure to be 
followed, are contained in a pamphlet which may be obtained 
from the Clearing Office.

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SALE OF GERMAN AND ITALIAN GOODS 
IN LITHUANIA 


H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that, for goods of 
German or Italian origin, Lithuania does not allow 
remittances to be made to other countries. All goods 
of German or Italian origin, no matter through what 
channels they may be imported, are to be paid for 
through the official clearing banks. 

The Trade Department does not issue licences for 
goods of German or Italian origin to be imported from 
any other country. Since, however, not all goods are 
subject to licence, United Kingdom exporters may be 
asked by Lithuanian firms to supply goods for which 
they will not be able to receive payment.

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries * 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise inform 
tion required.
